5, line 54; figures 8 and 9) • Features 72 and 80 in 
figures 8 and 9 (not the display unit in the casing 4 
heavily outlined in black) are covered by the term ^^bar- 
type display", i.e. a display means in the form of a bar- 
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Dependent claims 

Dependent claims 2 to 8 do not contain any features which^ 
combined with the features of any claim -to which they 
refer, meet the PCT novelty and inventive step 
requirements. The reasons for this are that the dependent 
claims concern technically conventional minor structural 
amendments to the arrangement as per claim 1, in 
particular since the advantages afforded thereby can 
easily be foreseen. In particular, the feature in claim 5, 
namely the arrangement of the bar-type display, is not 
inventive since it does not solve a technical problem. 
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
